frustrations of travelling abroad, and 
‘suggests a course it might possibly take. - 


SOONER OR LATER, when the 
Israeli (let us call him Tamir) 
travels abroad, he gets into a heated 
argument with a well-meaning, 
mildly left European about the Mid- 
dle East question. 
it is apt to end in frustration and 
disagreement, because he and the 
European (let us call him Thomas) 
start from different premises: The 
dialogue between the two should 
perhaps begin further back. There 
must some clarification of basic 
assumptions. Let us rehearse such 
an exercise. κ 
Thomas Palestine existed 
before Israel. It was inhabited by 
Araba, who see themselves as 
Palestinians. They were exiled from 
their homeland in the 1948/49 war. 
Being embittered, they have ex- 
tremist representatives, the PLO. 
A solution would be for Israel to 
withdraw to its pre-1967 borders. A 
separate independent Arab State 
should be set up in the West Bank 
and Gaza. That is fair, hecause the 
Jews would have their country, call- 
ed Israel, and the Arabs would have 
theirs, called Palestine.
